An Indian Itrave. 


Nowthit tbe mage Chief Victoria 


BM fallen, his contemporaries are reck- 
oning up the number of scalps that he 
haa taken. 
The Cincinnati Star thus 


recounts the principal features in his ra- 
1»: 


For a man of bia years his vitality was 


mureloiM, and it ia doubted if there haa 
been in modern times a more remarkaole 
exhibition of physical endurance. 
He 


was seventy years old, and his left arm 
paralyzed; yet with 200 warriors, he 
fought the aimies of the United Stales 
and Mexico, being almost constantly in 
battle or on tbe march night and day, for 
nearly two years. Though he had two 
head chiefs, Loco and Nania, Victorio 
commanded in person his handful of 
braves. The occasion of his hostility to 
the Government was the attempt! to re- 
move the Apache* from the Ojo Calienti 
reservation in New Mexico to the San 
Carlos reservation. 
Victorio rebelled 


and notified Qen. Hatch that he would 
never go to San Carlos to stay. The re- 
moval was accomplished, however, in 
February, 1877; but the indignant chief 
noon end_eayored to escape from the 
agency with a few followers. He was 
captured and brought back, but broke 
away again in the winter of 187778 with 
a part of his tribe. He was overtaken 
this time, and though in the spring of 
1879 he received peremptory orders to 
return to San Carlos, Victorio never re- 
turned. He started on the warpath in 
April, and from that time till he met hia 
death in Mexico the old chieftain never 
for a day rested from his business of pill- 
age and murder. Hia tracks were every- 
where marked with blood. In the later 
part of April he surprised and killed 
eight men at Hot Springs reservation 
and captured forty homes. Subsequent- 
ly, at Hillsboro, New Mexico, he attack- 
ed a mining camp and killed eleven min- 
ers. He then burned McAllister's ranch, 
stealing more horses and killing Hires 
men. In a raid through the Black range 
and Membres mountains the band killed 
about twenty teamsters and herdsmen. 
Jn July Victario attacked ,a ranch near 
Messilla, killing four men and capturing 
a lot ot sheep. Soon after, he met a 
company of citizsns, who had started oul 
to intercept him, and defeated them in i 
fiijht killing six of the nnmbar. He fell 
upon a Mexican train carrying flour to 
Silver City, a fews days thereafter, cap- 
tured the provisions and killed twelve 
Mexicans, sparing the'r women am 
children. Major Morrow, who had been 
pursuing Victoria, goon overtook him 
and after several desperate fights, in No 
vember, drove him into Mexico. Twelyt 
soldiers and scouts and one officer fell in 
these engagements. In the province o' 
Chihuahua, Mexico, Victorio contmuei 
bis raids, plundering the inhabitants on 
everj hand. The governors of Chihua 
him and Sonora raised a thousand volnn 
teers to drive him out. 
In two light 


with the Mexicans at Carnsall he killed 
aixty and captured 500 horses, the proj. 
erty of Governor Taresas, of Chihuahua 
Returning to New Mexico, the savag 
chief met with a reverse at San Andrea* 
Mountains, when his band was thorough 
ly whipped liy our troops under <len 
Hitch, who killed at leant thirty Indian 
with a loss of nine soldiers. After a few 
weekabe eudeavored to return to Hi 
United States, hut wan driven back. I 
Sep'enaber Viotono crossed the horde 
and made adesperate attempt to get awa 
Irom the troops, but lie was finally coir 
polled to again retreat into Chihuahui 
where, it ia reported, the old chieftai 
and nearly all his band were deleate 
and slaughtered m a two days' battl 
ending on Friday thn l"»ih inst. It 
said that in his raidn in tbe territoric 
Victorio and his brnves slew 2f)0 cki/.ens 
and lUOso'diera, unil on the Mexican side 
20(1 inhabitanls wen killed and 1,000 
htrset captured.

The prosecution demand- 
ed the production'of the original letter 
from which the photographic copy was 
made. Hart said he bad the original 
letter, but declined to produce it at the 
present time. His counsel said they 
would produce the original when they^ 
deemed the proper time had arrived. 


Judge Davis committed Hart for 


contempt. Further hearing of the case 
was postponed until the commitment 
papers had been made out. 


Howe, counsel for Hart, moved to 


purge him of contempt, saying Colonel 
Hart was willing to produce the letter, 
but wanted a guarantee the letter 
should be returned to him. Howe ex- 
plained he did not mean to say the 
court would keep the letter, but that it 
might pass into subordinate hands and 
be lost. Continuing, Mr. Howe said, 
if the letter was to remain in the cus- 
tody of Judge Davis, Colonel Hart was 
willing to produce it. 
Judge Davis 


said that the letter would remain in his 
custody, On motion Colonel Hart was 
allowed three hours to go with counsel 
and procure the letter. Hart made the 
statement that he w»s willing to pro- 
duce the letter, but that he wanted a 
guarantee that it would be returned to 
him or else remain in the custody of 
Judge Davis. 
The proposition was 


agreed to, and Hart and counsel left to 
get the letter. Colonel Rockwell was 
recalled and asked as to the identity of 
the letter written by James A. Garfield 
to Marshall Jewell, denying the authen- 
ticity of the Morey letter. He testified 
the letter from Garfield to Jewell was 
genuine.

Hart apologized for detaining the court, 
saying he had been delayed by an in- 
dictment in the state court for libel, on 
complaint of Marcus Cicero Stanley. 
Hart then took the witness atand and 
produced the letter. Bell asked for 
the envelope. Hart said he was told 
to bring the letter only. It wcn'd take 
five hours to get the envelope. 


Mr. Hart said he kept the envelope 


for his protection, as he was informed 
that an order ol arrest had been grant- 
ed him in the suit instigated by Marcus 
C. Stanly and George Wilkes, which he 
characterized as dastardly. 


Judge Davis told him that while he 


was a witness he would not be inter- 
fered with. 


Hart thereupon promised to preducc 


the envelope to-morrow. 


Col. A. F. Rockwell was recalled. 


He testified that he purchased a copy 
of the Washington Ga-^ltc when it first 
published a fac simile copy of the Mor- 
ey letter and compared it with letters 
in his possession received from Gar- 
field, and then thought it a forgery. 
He communicated with Garfield and on 
the telegraphic request of Henry E. 
Ivnox, came to this city and submitted 
to Colonel Bliss a dozen letters he had 
received from Gen. Garfield, one of 
which, chosen to compare with the fac 
simile copies of the Morey letter was 
chosen by Bliss.but he did not know it 
was picked out. It resembled the let- 
ter of denial from Garfield to Marshall 
Jewell, but thought it was chosen be- 
cause it was the nearest it in date. 
When shown the Morey letter he exam- 
ined it closely, and did not think it was 
Garfield's writing, thought there was 
some lesemblance. On cross examina- 
tion he stated that he was assistant 
quartermaster in the army, especially 
detailed to take charge of national 
cemeteries; that his present appoint- 
ment was due to Gen. Garfield's inter- 
est in him, he having been a classmate 
of his, and that he was greatly indebt- 
ed to him. 


Albert Daggett, ex-sheriff of Kings co., 


testified that he knew Philp for seven 
years, and knew his handwriting. On 
looking at the manuscript copy of the 
article published in the Truth, entitled, 
"Lying and Sticking to It," he said it was 
in Pbilp's handwriting, and on comparing 
it with the Morey; letter, he thought they 
were in the same handwriting, tie was a 
republican, and had large sums wagered 
on Garfield's election. 


Jas. McDermott testified that he knew 


Philp intimately, was familiar with his 
handwriting, 
and 
on comparing the 


Morey letter with the exhibits, believed 
them to be the same. He admitted having 
been indicted tor felonious assault, but 
not convicted; stated that wbileja reporter 
on a Brooklyn journal he had been sued 
for $50,000 damages for libel by Henry C. 
Bawen, the suit arising out of iheBeecher- 
Tilton case. 


Charles Hoffman testified that he is em 


ployed by Barony, and photographed 
faetimile copies from the original, which 
was given to Mr. Saroay by Mr. Hart. 


Daniel T. Ames, an expert, was called. 


He compared the/ac simile copy wilhlne 
exhibits written by Philp, and with one 
of Garfield's letters, and declared the

only way, therefore, to punish the offen- 
der, as Itarnum and all Intelligent men 
know, was to proceed against him for a 
criminal libel on Gen. Garfield.

The meeting was called lo order at 8 


o'clock, and Albert T. Summers was 
chosen temporary chairman. Mr. Sum- 
mers delivered a few brief remarks, de- 
claring that it was high lime the young 
men of this great and glorious country 
learned something of politics, which fig- 
ured so largely in a government fur the 
people managed kg the people. 
The 


chairman said the statistics show that 
there are to-day 3,000,000 young men in 
the United Slates who on the second day 
of November will cast their first votes for 
president, and it was important to know 
how the majority of these3,000,000 young 
men are going to vote. 
Mr. Summers 


believed that a large majority of these 
would vote the Republican ticket. The 
speaker said he was Republican and 
would take pleasure in voting for the 
party which opposed the democracy. Al 
young men on this continent have some 
thing of American patriotism burning in 
their hearts, and all should bo opposec 
to the democracy, because every rebe'

This introductory speech was receivec 


with frequent applause, not only by th 
young men but also by the older portio: 
of the audience. 


On motion the chair appointed A. L 


Lytle, Steve F. Provost and Will Leiby 
Jr., as a committee on resolutions, an 
while the committee was absent 


COL. B. W. DOWBLL, 


being called on to address the young men 
spoke for over half an hour 
He gave 


an interesting comparative history of the 
Republican and Democratic parties since 
1856 
He briefly recounted the many glo- 


rious achievements of the Republican 
party, and declared that he believed the 
acts of the party for the past 25 years had 
accomplished more for the advancement 
and development of a sound and good 
government than any other party had 
done in a century. The gentleman, in 
brief, delivered a ringing speech, full of 
good points calculated to fire the hearts 
of young and old voters as well. Col. 
Rowell concluded his remarks by stating 
why he considered it his duty as an Amer- 
ican citizen to support the Republican 
ticket at this time, as he had always done 
since 185C.
